IFORNIA STATE HOM@QOPATHIC MEDICAL SO- 
CIETY, MAY 12, 1886, 


By PRESIDENT SIDNEY WORTH, M. D.. 


LADIES AND GENTLEMEN OF THE STATE Society :—I welcome 
you to our annual meeting, feeling assured that we will al- 


ways find that in union there is strength. 

Medical men are too apt to belittle the advantages accru- 
ing from organized power, and certainly we, of all profes- 
sions, Should see and appreciate not only the value of organ- 
ization from what might be called a selfish standpoint, but 
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the benefits to be derived from the mental stimulus arising 
from this atrition of mind on mind. It is the mental ex- 
ercise that keeps us from becoming routinists in our practice 
and pessimists in our belief in medicine. 
We are here this evening to reaffirm our belief in the Law 
of Homeeopathy, a law based on eternal truth. I readily 
anticipate that your allegiance has not wavered during the 
past year, but rather that you have new and more convincing 
evidence to sustain your position as disciples of Hahnemann. 
The world moves, and we as a school of medicine are not 
behind in seizing hold of anything that may make our law 
more convincing, or render human suffering more bearable. 
I clearly see that what we have most to fear in our school of 
medicine, as is the case in all schools of medicine, is medical 
bigotry, a species of bigotry more to be dreaded than that 
of religion. In the development of any great principle, we 
always find extremists; they actually seem a painful neces- 
sity, but they should serve their purpose early and be soon 
relegated to the realm of cranks, where they can feed on 
their own egotism. 
None will deny that extremes are dangerous. ‘* Medio 
tutissimus ibis,” wrote the ancient poet, and itis as true now 
as then, that the middle course is the safest. 
The last year has been prolific in fixing Homeopathy « on a 
stronger rational basis, and we see leaders among us defining 
the limit to drug attenuations, and crying a halt to limitless 
dilutions. 
As a school of modicine we court the fullest inquiry from 
scientific minds; there is no necessity of appealing to dim, 
mysterious mysticism to explain our position in medicine. 
A glance at our progress in the United States will convince 
any impartial mind that there is no disintegration going on, 
but a steady onward growth. 
We find twenty-five general hospitals, thirty special hos- 

pitals, fifty dispensaries, thirteen colleges, nineteen medical 
journals, one thousand and eighty-three medical students, . 
over four hundred graduates during the past year. There 
are twenty-nine state societies, one hundred and two local 
societies, and twenty-two clubs. This is certainly a splendid 


showing. 
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Looking over general medicine, we see the leaves of 
Homeopathy producing vital changes in the old-school. 

They are using our remedies, and adopting our methods. 
We find more individualizing, and smaller doses. 

Hygiene is playing an important part in the prevention of 
disease; the people are being taught; both by the physician's 
personal advice, and by the secular press, to understand the 
necessity of good drainage, the value of proper food, pure 
air, and pure water. 

The American Health heeculien:’ is agitating the subject 
of teaching Hygiene in the Public Schools. The suggestion 


is certainly a timely one. Let it be taught that there are 


certain preventable diseases; that the causes of Diarrhea, 
‘Diphtheria and Typhoid Fever can be traced to bad drainage, 


then as a result of such teachings we may expect less of these 


diseases. 
During the past year the much vaunted Cocaine has been 
tried for almost every human ailment, but has in reality been 
found to be a local remedy of very limited range. As Home- 
opaths, we may yet make practical use of the cases of pois- 


oning which have been reported. It produces symptoms 
almost identical with those of General Paralysis of the in- 


sane. It is well worth our while to investigate this drug. 
The Cocaine habit is unfortunately one of the results of the 
introduction of this drug, a habit which ruins its victims, 
morally and physically, more rapidly than even opium or 
alcohol. 

We find that cleanliness is being insisted upon as a sine 
qua non in treatment of all diseases. In all probability more 


credit is due to this agent than to antisepsis. In fact we find 


that antisepsis has become a hobby with many, and it is be- 
ing duly driven to death. Consider for instance the treat- 
ment of lying-in-women advised in some of the New York 
Hospitals—the microbes must be kept out, and for that pur- 
pose as soon as labor commences, the so called antiseptic 
washes are injected, and are kept up for the first ten days. 
Understand, this is the treatment for all cases of labor and not 
simply for abnormal conditions. Or if this does not answer 
the purpose, a barricade is erected to keep out the wander- 
ing microbe, and in addition, the unfortunate woman is kept 
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upon her back absolutely without moving hand or foot for 
ten days. Is not this a travesty on medical commen sense 
and skill? Nature, instead of being assisted, is thwarted 
in her endeavor to restore the parts to their normal condition. 
It seems to be forgotten that these antiseptic washes serve 


_ no purpose in these cases, save to irritate, for to be Strong 
enough to act as germicedes they would be dangerous to hu- 


man life, as it is a fact that the microbe can live in a solution 


of carbolic acid anything less than five per cent., and it will 


thrive in a solution of the strength generally asad i in these 
injections. As a result of this craze, a reaction is setting in, 
and such men even as Keith, Thomas and Mundé acknowl- 
edge that they are not sure of the propriety of these vaginal 


injections, except in special cases. Keith, in his Ovarioto- 
-mnies, almost does away with antiseptics. It is the abuse of 


antiseptics that we deplore, not their intelligent application 
in certain cases. 

In abdominal surgery, and especially in surgical gynmcol- 
ogy, do we appreciate the vast strides that have been made 
during the past year. In these specialties incurable cases 


are rapidly growing less, and in our own school we have rea- 


son to be proud of our surgeons and specialists; we are de- 
pendent upon no other school, as ours is the peer of any in 


these branches. 


The experiments of Pasteur and Ferran are still being 
prosecuted with great zeal. However, it is wise in these 
cases to exercise a healthy skepticism, for as yet they are 
but half proved theories. 

Locally, we have increased rapidly in numbers during the 
year, and what is still better, in the quality of the men com- 
ing to the State. Certainly it needs no prophetic eye to see 
what a future Homeopathy will have on this coast. We 
have our journal, our societies, organized and in good work- 
ing order. | 

We have our College, laboring to do its best to spread the 
truths of Homceopathy. It has, of course, labored under 
the usual difficulties that beset a new institution, but it has | 
overcome all opposition and is to-day an established fact, an 
honest exponent of our cause. It certainly is pertinent at 
this time to ask the earnest co-operation of the Homeopathic

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SALIX NIGRA. 
By E, A. pt CAILHOL, M. D., Los ANGELES, CAL. 


Last year Dr. F. T. Paine, of the Lone Star State, a dis- 
tinguished old-school physician, called my attention to a new 
sedative, ‘‘ The Fluid Extract of Salix Nigra,” that he had 
taken the tyouble to experiment on his neurasthenic — 
for a period of five or six years. 

That fluid extract is obtained from the buds, or the floral 
buds, of the common willow tree that grows so abundantly 
on the edge of rivers, creeks and lakes of our warm or tem- 
perate countries. 

Dr. Paine has always succeeded with the ‘Salix ” in such 


Cases as masturbation, excessive venery, priapism, nympho- 


mania, spermatorrhoa, hyperasthesia of the ovaries, and 


even in dysmenorrhea. After the use of the Salix in tea- 


spoonful doses, three times a day and before meals, improve- 
ment is rapidly manifested, and after two weeks’ use the pa- 
tient is invariably cured. To use Dr. Paine’s sentence, he 


said that after such a treatment ‘‘a man or a woman don’t | 
care much if his or her opposite sex exists.” 


In my hands _ I have had the same iiiilettory results, and 
it ought to be remembered by each member of the profes- 
sion, that in the above mentioned cases, for obvious reasons, 
it is a great blessing to have at our disposal such a powerful 
medicine. 

Now, with my knowledge of the laws of ‘‘simalia stmalibus 
curantur,” I have had the idea to dilute the Salix. I first 
made a tincture out of the fluid extract, and then from the 
tincture [ made the third decimal dilution, intended to be 
used in a case of impotency that I had to treat. Well, to my 
great gratification, after ten days’ treatment (six pellets every 
six hours) I had the satisfaction to bring about the desired | 
result. 

It is true that it is my only experience with Salix in home- 
opathic doses, but, nevertheless, I am under the impression 
that, confident in the laws of cure taught by Hahnemann, in 
impotency ‘‘ Salix nigra 3x,” or higher is a more active 
medicine than the ‘‘ Damiana,” so widely advertised in all 
the medical pamphlets of every school.

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A DEPLORABLE VICE. 
By JAMES W. WARD, M. D. 


It is with the conviction that the production of sexual 
orgasm in the female by unnatural means is far more com- 
mon than is generally supposed and its importance unappre- 
ciated by many, that this paper is presented. 

It may be that special opportunities have offered for obser- 
vation, or that many cases have been accidentally thrust under 
notice, that has given the habit so much importance in my 
mind. When we consider the age at which the habit is con- 
tracted and conducted, the mental and physical influences 
that may emanate, it must appeal to all as an important 
aetiological factor in the production of uterine disease. 

The mental reflections are well known, similar in both 
sexes, but the peculiar organism of women renders her 
specially susceptible to its pernicious influences. 

It engenders not only temporary disturbance but entails 
results to a greater or lesser degree, not ‘easily effaced unless 
the habit is corrected early. 

Let us look first to its Aetiology. Considering the age at 
which the habit is often contracted and the antipsoric reme- 
dies required to remove the predisposition to the habit, as 
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well as the evidence of disturbed nutrition co-existing, an 
inherited basis is strongly suggested. 

Heredity beats its way down so many other avenues of 
human life, that its direction in this line seems not strange. 

Very young girls, to my knowledge as early as five years, 
have commenced the habit, continuing it for years, and with 
several cases the patient’s testimony has been that the prac-_ 
tice has been continued to the age of twenty-seven. In cases 


where it is contracted at so bonihir an age, there is doubt- 
less some local irritation located within the vulva, often from 


excoriating excretions, leading to manipulations of the vulva 
with its consequent pleasurable excitement. 


This excitement invites a renewal of the same, until the 


habit is fairly established, little one is entirely 


unconscious of its meaning. 
The exciting cause af the practice seems to be, at whatever 


age its contracted, due to some variety of local irritation as 
-puritus of the vulva, dependent on diabetes or other con-— 


ditions. 
There is another class of cases which differ in their charac- 
ter from the first mentioned. _ : 
The patient has reached or is near to puberty, and either 
has accidently learned, or been taught by companions or 
nurse, this loathsome habit. One case for a time under 
observation would suggest a third class, in which the prac-— 
tice has a central origin in certain forms of brain disease or 


cerebral deficiency, as is found in some forms of insanity or 


idiocy. 
With those contracting the habit at or near adolescence, 
there is often some perversion or loss of the higher moral 
feelings pertaining to the sexual sphere. They may be, 
however, extremely punctilious in other ways. Sometimes, 


but rarely, there seems to be an entire degradation of the 
moral sense. 


EFrecrs.—If there is one point of our subject more im- 
portant than another, it certainly rests with the results that 
follow the practice. The excitement incideat to the habitual 
and frequent indulgence leads to the most serious constitu- 
tional effects. 
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These are not only manifested in the nervous system, but 
local effects stand out boldly announcing the crime against 
nature. 


In the nervous sphere the faculties are affected to a greater 
or lesser degree—a mental and bodily irritability established, 


a loss of memory, despondency, headache, and various neu- 


ralgic pain throughout the body. 


An anemic state arises, the heart’s action and circulation 
becomes disturbed, and the digestion becomes depraved. 


The prostration is in proportion to the anemia established, 
although sometimes the sensation of prostration is greater 
than the actual prostration itself. 


The writer has invariably found urinary disturbance, irri- 
tation at the vesical neck, with a variety of symptoms em- 
anating therefrom. In several cases albumen has been de- 
tected in the urine, pointing to some reflex action on the 
renal vessels and nerves. 

Leucorrhea is very constant even in little sirls, acting and 
reacting on the organism to perpetuate the habit. © 

There follows in the wake of the subjective a train of ob- 
jective symptoms, making the picture complete. 

This brings us to the criticai pause. 


D1aGnosis.—So far as the confession of the habit is con-— 


cerned it 1s at best attended with difficulty. My suspicions 


of a case have extended over a period of six months before 


being able to find them verified. 


It is concealed, generally from innocent unconsciousness 


of the true nature of the habit and its results. The normal 
appearance and condition of the genitals is disturbed, and 


they declare, with quite a degree of certainty, the cause of. 


the deranged system. 


The vulva will often be found abnormally developed, which, 


together with the evidences of local irritation, will be in pro- 


portion to the length of time and degree of excess to which 


the habit has been extended. 

The labia minora especially are largely increased and pro- 
truding outside of the labia majora. Their characteristic 
delicate rosy tint becomes darkened by a deposition of pig- 


ment. The clitoris is large and often morbidly excitable. 
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The vaginal canal is bathed in leucorrhea, which is always 
present. 


The uterus will be found to incline backward, to a greater 
or lesser degree, often becoming flexed in advanced cases. 


In the progress of the uterus retroverting, the venous re- 


turn is impeded and hyperplasia occurs, especially of the 


uterine body, with its associating endometritis and reflex 
symptoms. 


In correspondence with the relaxation of the pelvic roof, 


the uterus descends and prolapse of the a in the first 
degree at least, is entailed. 


all this may coexist ‘perimetritis and cellulitis, 


fuse or circumscribed. 


So important is retroversion as a result of masturbation, 


that it is always in the virgin, to my: mind, suggestive of the 
habit. 


On several occasions this fact gave the first —" of 


the practice. 


We may safely say that when the symptoms just described 
are present, in the absence of any cause to account for them, 
the practitioner may entertain a reasonable suspicion of the 


existence of the habit, although it may be difficult in many 


cases to carry his impresions beyond the suspicion. 


TREATMENT.—The central idea in opening one’s case for 
such a patient, at whatever age, is to gain their confidence 
and gradually make known to them the wrong they are doing 


and the results being engrafted. The conversation .may be 


turned towards inquiring concerning the existence of any 
puritus and what means she employs to relieve it. If they 
are in the habit of using the hand to relieve it, the certainty 
of the existence of sexual orgasm may be sometimes easily 
ascertained. In little girls, after the wrong has been clearly 
and tenderly pointed out to them, their conscience becomes > 
exceedingly keen, so that always they may be held by con- 
fession. 

While in Hospital service, an opportunity was afforded me 
for knowing the inner life and workings of an institution de- 
voted expressly to the restoration of children, from four years 
to fourteen from which we are speaking. 
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The moral management of that institution is very exacting 
and under the strictest Episcopalian rule. 

The children are obliged to confess to their nurse morning 
and evening their thoughts and acts, with special reference 
to their abstinence from the habit. hey are obliged to go 
to sleep with their hands folded outside of the covers and not 
allowed at any time to place the hand to the verve. They 

each occupy a separate bed. 
It is remarkable how keenly the little girl feels the wrong 
_when she has transgressed, and always the nurse can be cer- 
tain of her transgression by the burstirg into tears, or the 
downward cast of “the eye as she hesitates or fails to tell her 
error. 
When some local irritation exists as the result of unclean- 
liness or the wandering of thread worms over the vulva, 
these must deserve immediate local cure. Too much watch- 
fulness cannot be given by those who direct and assist in the 
manayement of thoes little ones, in the nursing and at school. 
Tn the treatment of the effects of masturbation, the mental 
and bodily health may be improved by early rising, health- 
ful exercise with careful diet. 
The close of, or just after the catamenial flow, is the most 
critical time for the renewal of the habit. 
As remedies the antipsorics stand foremost, especially 
Calc., Natr. mur., Psor,, Staph., Zine. Sulph. 
Inflammatory conditions should be met by the similimum 
and local care used as in similar cases arising from other 
causes.:

Geo. W. M. D., DEAR S1r.—The undersigned 
were appointed at a meeting of the faculty of the ‘‘Hahne- 
mann Medical College of San Francisco,” a committee, to 
vindicate the action of the college, which has been assailed 
by Drs. G. M. Pease and A. McNeil, in the number of 
the ‘‘AmertcaN 
Desirous, as briefly as possible, to the 
and perverted facts which have been presented by these gentle- 
men in such a manner as to convey a wrong impression to the 
mind of the uninitiated, we make the following statement. 

It seems necessary to state that Dr. Pease acted as an 
obstructionist from the very beginning of the organization 
of the faculty,and repeatedly antagonized concerted action by 
insisting on the carrying out of his own peculiar views, more ~ 
- particularly with reference to the admission of female students, 
which almost amounted to a mania with him. It not being 
practicable to exclude women, while they were admitted by | 
all the other colleges on this coast, he stood alone in advo- 
cating this course. So much by way of introduction. 

We wish to state that at a faculty meeting held on October 
23d, 1884, subsequent to the final examinations of the course, 
and at which meeting both Dr. Pease and Dr. McNeil were 
present, the two ladies in question were unanimously recom- 
mended to the Board of Directors for the Degree of Doctor 
of Medicine, and the matter of compliance with the require- 
ments of the college by any of the candidates so recommen- 
ded was not then discussed, as stated by Dr. Pease. | 

The directors being satisfied that the candidates had ful- 
filled the requirements, then approved of them, and ordered 
the diplomas signed by the members of the faculty. 

The day of the commencement exercises was now near at 
hand, and it was not until a day or two before this important 
event was to take place, when the Dean was definitely informed 
that these diplomas would not receive the signature of Dr. 
Pease, and there being no time left to critically investigate the 
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merits of Dr. Pease’s objection, it was concluded to be the 
wisest course of the college to suspend action, and hence 
these two candidates were not graduated with the rest of the 
class. 

In justice to Mrs. Edmonds, we are compelled to state that 
the affidavit of Dr. Henry Gibbons, Jr., Dean of Cooper 
Medical College, while unassailable in itself, presents but a 
partial statement of facts. As a matter of fact, and of 


record on Mis. Edmonds’ diary, which has been kept 


regularly during her adult life, she began attendance in July, 
1882 (the term beginning in June), and attended all lectures 
of the first year’s course, and many of the second and third, 

up to the very end of said term. 

In addition to this, testimony was adduced in writing, by 


a fellow-student who sat next to her during that term, stating 
that Mrs. Edmonds had been ‘‘a constant and regular atten-— 


dant upon all the lectures during the “regular” term of that 
year.” | 


the entry in his books made later in the term, the delay for 
such entry being due to legitimate, accidental causes, but 
Dr. Pease ingeniously brings in this document in such a 
manner as to make it appear that Mrs. Edmonds had ye then 
begun attendance at that college. 

Dean Maclean’s affidavit speaks for itself. 

Referring to the statement that during Mrs. Edmonds’ at- 
tendance at the second term of our college, she had only 
been present at two of Dr. McNeil’s lectures, the reader 
might infer that this constituted her whole attendance, but 
as a matter of fact she attended not less than sixteen lectures 
a week during said term, and did attend a number of Dr. 
Ledyard’s lectures on Materia Medica, he being a co-lecturer 


with Dr. McNeil. In her last term at our college, having 
passed creditably in all the chairs at the examinations for the 
previous term, she devoted herself to those branches which 
she considered of the greatest importance to herself.

I think it is safe to say that at least three-of our California Cities contain 
each aS many educated physicians of our school as you would find in the 
whole of Ireland. | 

In Cork I could not even wake the echos of similia. In Dublin, there are but 
four of our schools. Two Drs. Scriven, also Dr. Blythe, each doing a fine 
business, and Dr. Walter, superannuated. Of course, all these require a 
diploma from the regular school to be allowed, underthe rigid law of this medi- 
cal autocracy, to practice anything. 

Dr. John A. Ray, L. P. 8. J., keeps a very complete and thriving Phar- 
macy, at 15 Nassau St., Dublin, said to be the only one on this troubled Isle. 
We spent some pleasant and profitable hours in the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, where we were surprised at the generous courtesy extended to a 
stranger. I can but feel, that in proportion to its age, it is far behind many 
of its western competitors, and in the surgery and diseases of the eye and ear, 
they are far behind some of the specialists of our own school in America. 

The Scotch do not take kindly to our rational doses, probably for the same 
reason as the Irishman, who, though cured of his pain, is never satisfied, 
because, ‘‘Docthur, thim pills didn’t operate.’’ 

| In an official lists of the Qualified Physicians and Surgeons practicing 
Homeopathy in Great Britain and Ireland, we find about 250, and in the same 
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territory 100 Homeopathic chemists, as they are called here. The British 
Homeopathic Medical Directory is published in Liverpool. Here are some of 
the best men of our school in the kingdom, and in consequence of their ener- 
gy and enterprise, Liverpool is rapidly becoming & Homeopathic city. They 


have a training school here, a fine hospital, and dispensaries all over the city 


under the supervision of junion physicians, and for this grand result, Drs. 
Drysdale, Hawkes, Hayward, and Moore, especially, and with them many 
others of the able corps of-Homeopathic physicians here deserve great credit. 
Perhaps this would be the last place to which our young Homeeopaths would 
look for a location, but 1 in the opinion of the best informed, it offers great in- 
ducements. 

In Leicester, my native town, ‘: formed the acquaintance of Dr. Geo. 
Clifton; a genuine adherent to the law of Similia, and a royal good fellow, 
doing a large practice amongst the wealthiest class, and employing two assis- 
tants. 

He left an office full, to his nocdatant, to take : me to see a patient i in 1 the 
country, and showed the eagerness of all successful physicians to pick up new 
points in his profession, and of course it was impossible to ride with such a 


man without being instructed. When informed of the status of Homeopathy 


in America, he eagerly inquired, ‘‘why do not some of your men come here?”’ 
Strangely enough, in the case of a cousin whom I was visiting here, I found 
a somewhat rare ear trouble, which consists in Tinnitus Aurium, both subjec- 


tive and objective, which, however, I bave not space to discuss here, but hope © 


to report to my bureau at the American Institute next month. 
_ In our next, we hope to give fade something of the status of Homoeopathy 
in London. 


We yesterday spent a most delightful day amid the beautiful and chaste | 


antiquities of Cambridge. lt is too well known amongst the cultured to need 
comment, but the variety of its many old buildings and cloisters find no true 
expression in the cold lines of history, or the synuoptical sketching of a guide 
book.

King’s College Chapel, like Niagara, its imposing exterior. grows on the im- 
agination; but what shall we say of its interior ? It belongs to the third point- 
ed, or perpendicular gothic style of architecture. 


pillar. The antechamber is ornamented with crowned niches, roses and port- 
cullises and the vast system of windows is painted throughout in a style of 
art no longer known, and all seem to be in a wonderful state of preservation. 
Most of the subjects are taken from bible history. In the middle of the chapel 


is a beautifully carved oak screen, and organ loft, erected in 1534, under Anne 


Boleyn. We had the exquisite pleasure of hearing this grand organ in the

It is 316 feet in length, 
was begun by Henry 6th in 1446, though not finished till about 1534. The vast 
roof is vaulted with most exquisite fantracery, and is not sustained by a single 
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entire range of its musical capacity from the roaring subbars that shook the 


duilding, to the whispered pianissimo, possible only through the mellowncss 


‘of its great age. The alter piece is a very fine painting by Daniel de Voltena, 
-and represents the Taking down from the Cross. 


The vastness and awful grandeur of the place, coupled with weird music 


of the ancient organ, which seemed to possess some quality borrawed from 
its requiems and triumphal marches through ages past, produced an impres- 


sion upon the mind, which, coupled with light stealing through the rich glass, 
wil not soon be forgotten.

LETTER No. FROM VICTORIA, B. 


JUNE 5th, 1886. 
Eprror Cautrornia HomamoratH—Perhaps your readers may be pleased 


‘to hear again from this quarter. I will touch on various matters—only a 
touch. Firstly, I mention that I encountered my first cases of Hay Fever 


here last year. It took me by surprise, after a quarter of a century of practice 


-in which it did not appear. Fashionable therapy advises banishment to some 


lonely, barren island. I cannot add anything new in the treatment. Only a 


few cases have presented, albeit I have cured (for the season only) every one. 
Sabadilla, Euphrasia and Liq. Arsenicalis have led. Lachesis cured one case — 
‘complicated with Asthma, and failed in same case this year with Coryza only. 


In a limited obstetrical practice I have encountered one case of Placenta — 


Previa. The usual ignorant midwife had charge, and a profuse hemorrhage 
had occurred before my coming. A fatal result tollowed, despite autotrans- 
fusion and artificial respiration. The midwife at once laid the blame on me, 


and I at once, by threat of British law, quieted the tongue of slander. The 
younger practitioner can take a hint and stop speedily the venomous speech. 

Recently I have had a case requiring craniotomy. With the assistance of 
a couple of elderly dames I demonstrated that a knowledge of Homceopathy did 
not disqualify in the domain of surgery. (‘‘ They don’t study surgery,” said 
the legislator who pushed through the ironclad medical bill, now law in this 
Province.) The mother recovered as quickly as though a natural labor, 
thanks to Arn., Bell., and China. 


My case of seeehthabeie, noticed long ago in the Howaoratn, has com- 


pletely recovered, excepting some protuberance of the left eye. The ‘‘best’’ 


Allopathy in Toronto, San Francisco and Honolulu utterly failed. Improve- 
ment commenced at once with the Homceopathic treatment.

And then the mamma was 
about to have ‘‘sore breasts,’’ but Bellad. cut short the morbid work; and she 
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‘was covered with boils, and Arn. and Sulf. and Heps. routed them. Another 
youngster was incontinent, and Bell. and’ Sulf. cured also. Papa was gouty, 
and Rhus and Caust. rejuvenated him. And grandma’s.heart failed her, but 
Sulf. toned it up. And the savages wipe their eyes and look again, and ex- 
claim, Can it be! I sayit can and is; and J feel a glow of youthful enthusiasm 
for Homoeopathy reviving within me as I record the facts. 

By the way, let me remind your professional readers, now that the season 
of infantile summer complaints (enteritis and cholera) is at hand, of the vir- 
tues of Creosote and Chininum Arsenicosum, the former at about the 3, 6 att., 


the latter 30. Can’t give symptoms now or say what J might; only don't for- 
get them.

—First, as to. local 
remedies, I find most relief from sour milk, which I let my 
patient apply freely. In the absence of sour milk, I use the 
fresh article. It soon lessens the dreadful itching and burn- 


ing, and I prefer it to Grindelia and the numerous chemical | 


preparations. At the same time milk is to be used as diet 
as much as possible. The patient will frequently crave it, 
though when in health may but rarely drink it. It is a gen- 
uine Rhus symptom. Internally I have no specifics, but find 
the most frequently called-for remedies to be Rhus tox. or 
rad. 200, and Apis 3, or higher; Croton, Arnica and Urtica 
urens. The latter may be used with advantage locally as a 
lotion. | 


For loose, rattling cough in children, give Tartar Emetic, 


If this does not entirely cure, give Kali sulph., a dose every 


two hours.

Ir your children are troubled with warts, get some Tincture 
of Thuja and apply the same two or three timesaday. At

HOURS OF STUDY FOR CHILDREN. 
THOS. W. HIGGINSON. 


‘The late Dr. Woodward, of Worcester, said that chitin 
under eight should never be confined more than one hour at 
a time, nor more than four hoursa day. Dr. Jas. Jackson, 
of Boston, allowed the children four hours’ schooling in win- 
ter and five in summer, but only one hour at a time, and 
heartily expressed his detestation of giving young children 
lessons to learn at home. Dr. 8. G. Howe, reasoning elabo- 
rately on the whole subject, said that children under eight 
years of age should never be confined more than half an hour 
at a time; by following which rule, with long recesses, they 
can study four hours daily. Children between eight and 
fourteen should not be confined more than three-fourths of 
an hour at a time, having the last quarter of each hour for 

exercise on the play ground. 

Indeed, one thing about which doctors do not disagree, is 
the destructive effect of premature or excessive mental labor. 
Ican quote you medical authority for and against every maxim 
of dietetics beyond the very simplest, but 1 defy you to find 
one man who ever begged, borrowed, or stole the title of M. 
D. and yet abused those two honorary letters by asserting, — 
under their cover, that a child could safely study. more than 
‘six hours a day. : 
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The worst danger of it is that the moral is written at the 
end of the fable, not at the beginning. The organization in 
youth is so dangerously elastic that the result of these intel- 
lectual excesses is not seen until years after. When some 
young girl incurs spinal disease from some slight fall, which 
she ought not to have felt for an hour; or some business man 
breaks down in the prime of life from some trifling over-anx- 
iety, which should have left no trace behind, the popular | 
verdict may be ‘“‘ mysterious providence,” but the wiser ob- 
server sees the retribution for the folly of those misspent 
days which enfeebled the childish constitution, instead of 
ripening it. Study at school, though rarely the immediate 
cause of insanity, it is the most frequent of its ulterior causes, — 
except hereditary tendencies. It diminishes the conservative 
power of the animal economy to such a degree that attacks 
of disease, which otherwise would have passed off safely, de- 


stroy life almost before danger i is anticipated .

Cina, especially for cross, irritable children; nothing 
pleases them; they bore at the nose; the urine turns milky; 
toss during sleep; there may be a short hacking cough; very 
hungry; tendency to convulsions.

every four hours. Follow with Viola odorata, if symptoms 
are but partially relieved.

Santonin, Ist trituration, a small powder, fasting every 
morning, and no solid food for a time; when the presence of 
round worms is assured, continue for one week. 


Spigeiia, for children with very pale face, yellow margin 
around eyes. In strumous, feeble, precocious children, who 
have furred tongue, tumied abdomen, rapacious appetite; 
much nervous irritability; refers pain to the navel. 


Calcarea, six pellets night and morning, for scrofulous, 
fat, pale, lymphatic children, whose heads perspire much at 
night. There is much itching at the anus, especially towards. 


evening. The abdomen is enlarged, nutrition is poor, and. 
tendency to diarrhoea. 
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
